NEED FOR CITY PLANNING 


United States Might Well Take a Lee 
•on From German Builder* Who 
Have Studied the Work. 

The marked advance In thought 
about city planning la Indicated by 
tha reception accorded the report of 
the New York commission on build¬ 
ing dlatrh'te and reattictlona Ten 
years ago the suggestions made In 
that report would have been regard 
ad aa highly revolutionary and brad 
lag straight for Soiialtsm 

For one thing the report recom¬ 
mends the establishment of a "tone 
•yalem." a method long ago adopted 
la Germany, and a plan long needed 
la American cltiec The economic 
waste, the upaettlng of realty values, 
the disturbance of the city • fiscal sys¬ 
tem. Involved In the growth of every 
thriving American city has been self 
evident This has been brought about 
by the Incursion of factories Into old 
residential districts, lowered values, s 
boom In another section, and then the 
same story over again, with homes al¬ 
ways Just one jump ahead of the fac¬ 
tories. 

City experts abroad provided for 
that by assigning factories to certain 
aonea. and homes to others, in only 
a few cltlea In this country has any 
such restriction been attempted. 

New York has other problems to 
face from which Washington was hap¬ 
pily freed by an unusual foresight 
The skyscraper menace we have 
avoided But New York blocks have 
suffered from the Incursion of one 
high building, then others so built 
that the early onea had light aud air 
cut off. and their presence resulted In 
the bottom dropping out of values In 
the rest of the block. 

Fortunately limited height and 
courtyard provisions already have a 
place Id the building laws of moat 
cities. The one feature In the New 
York commission's report that should 
appeal to most American cities la the 
establishment of tones for industries 
and other cones for homes 


PICK COTTON CROP KAR1.Y AND 
THEN DESTROY THE PLANTS 

Pick the cotton early aud then de¬ 
stroy thf cotton plants In-fop* the boll 
weevils hibernate. That Is the ad¬ 
vice given to rot ton growers by the 
University of Florida extension divis¬ 
ion. And It makes no difft-i*f>oe 
whether the weevils were In the cotton 
field this year or not. It le a safe¬ 
guard that should l<e rxerHwd •« n 
matter of ffoteetlon If the weevils 
art In the field this fall destruction 


will prove Its Importance In getting 
<i crop liext year, 

Hand In IiniiiI with early fall de¬ 
struction of weevils goo* the prac¬ 
tice of pluming cover crops after the 
stalks have lien removed. Such 

crop* not only improve the soil hut 
furnish feed of a kind Florida farm¬ 
ers nted. Thu* the proper step to 
take In rout rolling the tsdl weevil 
will lie lease the production of for¬ 
age and assist greatly In the produc¬ 
tion of meat 

WeatUa arc •< the merry of the 
planter In the fall as they are at no 
other time, says the I’. H. la-part 
annt of Agriculture. “If the farmer 
desires to kill these Inserts thru, hi* 
an do so. It Is not practicable to 
hum the stalk*, they ran still Is* up 
rooted, thereby destroying tin* green- 
f'ssl supply of the weevlla and pre¬ 
venting tile furtlier Increase of the 
Insert*. The ruttoii then rau Is* 
plckt*d a* the supply of labor per¬ 
mits. Fall destruction of weevil* In¬ 
sure* a crop for the following sen- 
sou. 

No dcflnltr rule can l*» laid down 
a* to the proper time for destroying 
weevils In this way. In general, the 
proper time Is whenever flic weevlla 
1mVo readied sucli number* ■* to lu- 
fcsi practically all **f lie* square* that 
lire being *ct. ThU may nrrtir much 
curlier In some season* than In other*. 
The rule should Ik* to destroy Infest¬ 
ed pistils ni the earliest ptwIMt date 
It Is much twttcr to sacrifice a little 
cotton than to defer flic operation. 

Win-re Hi. less of organic matter 
from the hunting of stalks la Impor¬ 
tant. It !• adv! able to rnt the stalk* 
with a cutter and bury them deeply 
ns soon a* possible ThU will cau* • 
the daatruction of many of the Imma¬ 
ture stage* of the weevil In the 
••inure* and 1**11*.

of I lie specie*. ,
